After Lincoln's election, most Tex- 
ans favored secession, but the "Union- 
ist Governor Sam Houston refused to 
call a convention or convene the leg- 
islature. Prominent secessionists 
published an address to the people 
and called for -a Jan. 28 convention. 

■ Houston convened the* legislature 
which .authorized the convention but 
required a referndum en its decision. 

On Feb. 1 , a resolution of seces- 
sion passed despite the governor and 

'the opposition of some derman and 
Northern imraigrants. Houston was de- 
posed in 1-iarch* after refusing to take 
the oath of allegiance fto the CSA.and 
Lt.dov. -Sdward Clark bf'caifte governor. 
Prior to the completion of secession, 
Union Seneral David 2. Twiggs had sur- 
rendered ■ all Federal posts in Texas 
to ben .-icCulloch. It is a matter of 
conjecture what action would have 
been taxen had Lee been the commander 
of Union forces instead of Twiggs. 

Texans were represented in all 
major battles and fought in more 
states and territories than any other 
state's soldiers, North or South. 
Seventy thousand plus served the Co* 
federacy in j>8 cavalry reg'ts.,39 
cavalry battalions, 28 infantry 
reg'ts., 13 infantry battalions, 30 
artillery battalions, 1 artillery 
reg't., and 2 legions. Texas sup- 
plied one full general, <+ major gene- 
rals, 32 brigadiers, and 97 colonels. 
One-fourth of Texas' prime manpower 
was killed or incapacitated. 



Texas' two best-known units were 
Terry's Texas Rangers (in which deo. 
Littlefield served) and Hood's Texas 
Brigade. .-ELlitary actions in and a- 
round Texas included figting Indians, 
Sibley's New i-texico Campaign, the re- 
capturing of Galveston, Dick Dowling's 
tremendous defense of Sabine Pass, the 
Red River Campaign, and Palmito Ranch. 

Kirby Smith formally surrendered 
at Salveston on June 2, 1 865. Iexas 
had clashed frequently with CSA auth- 
orities over conscription and cotton 
exportation. Severe shortages devel- 
oped despite some trade through riexi- 
co and a considerable expansion of 
industry within the state. 

On 30 Iferch 1870 the State of Tex- 
as was readmitted to the Union, the 
last of the Confederate States to 
meet readmission requirements.

Sgt.,ves Schiwitz 
served as color bearer and proudly 
carried the jattleflag. dreg Hector 
marched left guide in his Cavalry 
Captain's uniform. 

,ve want to offer a very special 
THANK YOU to Ves Hardy who, even 
though not a«SCV'er, volunteered to 
march with us playing a drum cadence 
the entire distance. How much easier 
it was to keep in step with a drummer 
in the unit.
